Lis the second of four vessels contracted for 
by Messrs, Caicd aud and Gol,” Greunock, 
for the service of tho Penmsulur ‘and 
Oriental Sticain Navigatiun Company, went 
on her trial trip on 22nd inst, © Ca all re- 
spects bub’ one the Massilia is exnetly 
similar to the Puletéa, of which “wo. have 
givon an extended account, ‘Lhe exception 
liu, that instead af Waving ateam winches 
{those machines ave worked by hydraulic, 
fitted by Sir W. 3rmstrong, Mitehell, and 
Cu., Newoastleon-lyno, Woaay give some 
oceuunt of her, though, with the above ex- 
ception, the doseription of the Valetta ia 
quite aconrate for thy Mossi. Her dimen. 
aims ste these:—420 feet by 46 feet by 36 
feat moulded. Hor displacement on draught 
of 25 fuet is 8,783 tous, "Shu carries 4,200 
‘ tons doad weight, her gross register tonnage 
leing 4,011 tons, aud her register tonnaye 

2,786.4, She can be convertod inte a 
Government transportgther lower deck be- 
ing fitted up. specially for troops. The 
stormeys' is built. entirely of mild steel, all uf 
whieh has boon eavéfully tested to insurd 
wreat stength and yuulity. Sho is divided 
int seyen watertight compartments, Tho 
bulkheads have been stiffened beyond tho 
usual, so that it is inp ssible for them to 
give way to any prossnre that ean come "on 
thom frum oithor sido. All the watertight 
dgora are worke | from the main dock, that 
being a good huight above the luad water 
Hine. On the main deck Greproof and water- 
tight bulkheads have been fitted, so that tho 
ship is divided oven at thet hoight above 
water.
